46.4 degrees, were "warmer 
than last year. There has been a 
steady rise In mean annual tem- 
perature throughout .' this ; century, 
and it har'béeii specially marked 
since 1020. For' cxamplci ' between 
1000 and 1909 the mfcan annual 
temperature was.' 42.1. degrees. Be- 
tween 1940 and 1949, thé ■ mean 
annual temperaturo -was 44.3 de-

Dr. Hare 'states that , the rise In 
temperature la' partly due io the 
increase in size of Montreal; the 
large amount |Q^he6l.!;gener^ by 
the city has appreciably raised the 
mean temperature of ' the winter 
months.
